Board Will Su bmit 
Continu ation Of Tax 
On Ballot For Nov. 2 


The Hancock Cou nty Board of 
Edu cation Monday night at New 
Cu m berland voted to su bm it three- 
year levy at the Nov. 2 general 
election to raise fu nds for cu rrent 
expens^es of the cou nty schools. 
The board said the levy is nec­ 
essary becau se of the new formu la 
for the distribu tion of state aid 
passed by the 1952 session of Leg­ 
islatu re which redu ced fu nds for 
Hancock Cou nty from $619,000 per 
year to $83,000, a loss of $531,000 
per year. 
The levy is a continu ation of the 
present levy which has been in ef­ 
fect for the past three years and of 
one collected three years previ­ 
ou sly. If approved, it wou ld raise 
$320,000 each year at no additional 
cost than has been paid for the 
past six years by property owners. 
A statem ent prepared by t h e 
board said “ The state has set u p 
tem porary state aid for a period 
of five years to help the cou nty 
m ake the adju stm ent. 
“ It provdes that cou nties losing 
state aid wou ld receive 80 per cent 
of the loss the first year, 60 per 
cent the second and so forth u ntil ^ 
on the fifth year the cou nty wou ld 
receive 
$88,000. 
Under 
this 
ar-^ 
rangem ent, Hancock Cou nty wou ld 
have lost over $100,000 each year 
for five years. 
“ The Legislatu re believed this 
to be too severe a financial blow 
for ou r cou nty and inserted in the 
bu dget bill a $50 per year mini­ 
mu m per pu pil for the years 1952-

“ This provision redu ced ou r loss 
each year to approxim ately $50,- 
000 instead of $100,000,“ according 
to the statem ent.

Proposed For 
School Funds 


Board WHI Submit 
Continuation Of Tax 
On Ballot For Nov. 2 


The Hancock County Board of 
Education Monday night at New 
Cumberland voted to submit three- 
year levy at the Nov. 2 general 
election to raise funds for current 
expenses of the county schools. 
The board said the levy is nec­ 
essary because of the new formula 
for the distribution of state aid 
passed by the 1952 session of Leg 
islature which reduced funds for 
Hancock County from $619,000 per 
year to $83,000, a loss of $531,000 
per year. 
The levy is a continuation of the 
present levy which has been in ef­ 
fect for the past three years and of 
one collected three years previ­ 
ously. If approved, it would raise 
$320,000 each year at no additional 
cost than has been paid for the 
past six years by property owners. 
A statement prepared by t h e 
board said “The state has set up 
temporary state aid for a period 
of five years to help the county 
make the adjustment. 
“ It provdes that counties losing 
state aid would receive 80 per cent 
of the loss the first year, 60 per 
cent the second and so forth until 
on the fifth year the county would 
receive $88,000. 
Under 
this 
ar­ 
rangement, Hancock County would 
have lost over $100,000 each year 
for five years. 
“The Legislature believed this 
to be too severe a financial blow 
for our county and inserted in the 
budget bill a $50 per year mini­ 
mum per pupil for the years 1952- 
54. 
“This provision reduced our loss 
each year to approximately $50,- 
000 instead of $100,000,” according 
to the statement. 
“This 
arrangem ent makes 
no 
provision for the added cost for 
growth and over a two-year pe­ 
riod the enrollment has increased 
from 6,350 to 6.957, o r' 607 more 
children, which means a consider­ 
able increase in cost,” the board 
continued. 
“The whole thing boiled down;

creased enrollment means higher 
school cost.

Light Project 
Bidding Set 
At Salineville 


Lighting Program 
To Cost $2,200 More 
Provided By Levy 


SALINEVILLE — Council Mon­ 
day night agreed to seek bids for 
an improved street lighting p r o ­ 
ject. 
Clerk S. R. Davis was instructed 
to advertise for bids in the project 
to increase illumination about four' 
times the present lighting. It is 
only a formality, however, as the 
Ohio Power Co. is the supplier. 
A 2-mill levy approved in t h e 
May prim ary will provide the in­ 
creased annual cost, expected to 
amount to about $4,000. 
The present yearly bill amounts 
to some $1,800 and the increased 
lighting will come to $2,200, 
ac­

When the Watkin s committee was 
appoin ted last sum m er to hold hearin gs on a 
cen sure resolution , it was the Sen ate’s third 
attem pt to d eal with Sen . M cCarthy’s con d uct 
asid e from the an ti-Commun ist campaign he has 
pursued with great vigor an d effect. 
The first attem pt was m ad e in 1952 by a sub­ 
comm ittee on privileges an d election s that look­ 
ed in to certain fin an cial m atters that had been 
question ed . This attem pt was blocked by Sen . 
M cCarthy's failure to cooperate wuth the sub­ 
comm ittee — a failure that the Watkin s com­ 
m ittee fin d s in its un an imous report to have 
amoun ted to con tempt of the Sen ate. 
This is on e of two coun ts in a five-coun t list 
of charges again st McCarthy on which the Wat­ 
kin s committee recommen d s cen sure. The other 
is the charge that the Wiscon sin sen ator abused 
Brig. Gen . Ralph W. Zwicker when the gen eral 
was called to testify in the Peress case. No 
cen sure is recommen d ed on the charges that 
McCarthy en couraged U.S. employes to violate 
the law an d their oaths, that he improperly 
received an d used con fid en tial in formation or 
that he abused Sen ate colleagues. 
By its selectivity in han d lin g the five charges, 
the W’atkin s comm ittee shows that it was cau­ 
tious in its appraisal of evid en ce. It was as 
cautious, in fa c t as the secon d committee that 
in vestigated Sen . M cCarthy’s behavior — the 
subcommittee that held the Army - McCarthy 
hearin gs. 
The reports of that group, although written 
accord in g to partisan lin es, reflected con cern 
over the use of the in vestigative power of the 
Sen ate. The m ajority report, moreover, like the 
un an imous report of the Watkin s committee, 
recommen d ed that on e-man hearin gs be abolish­ 
ed as on e of a lon g list of overd ue reforms 
in in vestigative‘proced ure. 
This promises to be the n et effect of the 19a4 
furor over Sen . McCarthy — the reform of in ­ 
vestigative proced ure. As lon g ago as the in ­ 
vestigation in to the mun ition s in d ustry con d ucted 
by Gerald Nye in the thirties, it was mad e 
plain that both the Sen ate an d House of Repre­ 
sen tatives some d ay would have to d eal with 
the problem of hearin gs d omin ated un d uly by 
in d ivid ual con gressmen .

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Investigative Conduct 


M embers of the U. Ss Senate are in the sam e 
emotional turmoil about the so-called McCarthy 
issue as the rest of us, with this difference. 
They also m ust be concerned about a knotty 
problem of congressional procedure th at' has 
been aggravated by the junior senator from 
Wisconsin. When the Watkins committee was 
appointed last sum m er to hold hearings on a 
censure resolution, it was the Senate’s third 
attem pt to deal with Sen. M cCarthy’s conduct 
aside from the anti-Communist campaign he has 
pursued with great vigor and effect. 
The first attem pt was m ade in 1952 by a sub­ 
comm ittee on privileges and .elections that look­ 
ed into certain financial m atters that had been 
questioned. This attem pt was blocked by Sen. 
M cCarthy’s failure to cooperate with the sub­ 
com m ittee — a failure that the Watkins com­ 
m ittee finds in its unanimous report to have 
amounted to contempt of the Senate. 
This is one of two counts in a five-count list 
of charges against McCarthy on which the Wat­ 
kins comm ittee recommends censure. The other 
is the charge that thp Wisconsin senator abused 
Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker when the general 
was called to testify in the Peress case. No 
censure is recommended on the charges that 
M cCarthy encouraged U.S. employes to violate 
the law and their oaths, that he improperly 
received and used confidential information or 
that he abused Senate colleagues. 
By its selectivity in handling the five charges, 
the Watkins comm ittee shows that it was cau­ 
tious in its appraisal of evidence. It was as 
cautious, in fa c t as the second committee that 
investigated Sen. M cCarthy’s behavior — the 
subcommittee that held the Army - McCarthy 
hearings. 
The reports of that group, although written 
according to partisan lines, reflected concern 
over the use of the investigative power of the 
Senate. The m ajority report, moreover, like the 
unanimous report of the Watkins committee, 
recommended that one-man hearings be abolish­ 
ed as one of a long list of overdue reforms 
in investigative'procedure. 
This promises to be the net effect of the 1954 
furor over Sen. McCarthy — the reform of in­ 
vestigative procedure. As long ago as the in­ 
vestigation into the munitions industry conducted 
by Gerald Nye in the thirties, it was made 
plain that both the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives some day would have to deal with 
the problem of hearings dominated unduly by 
individual congressmen. 


Geopolitics Neglected 


Secretary of State Dulles is bearing up well 
under the wonderment of his countrymen about 
his globe-circling diplomacy. Being possessed 
of experience and wisdom as well as official 
position. Dulles probably gets as much fun out 
of the kidding he is being given as the kidders 
are getting out of giving it to him. 
But when it is announced from Washington 
that Secretary Dulles has taken an open mind 
with him to France and will not try to coerce 
Prem ier M endes-France into doing anything the 
head of the French republic doesn’t want to do, 
one wonders what the effect of such bland ex­ 
planations m ay be on the minds of Frenchm en, 
when they encounter this evidence of American 
“ tolerance.” 
No one knows any better than the French 
what is wrong with France. It is not to be 
imagined 
that 
Frenchm en 
do 
not 
feel like 
squirming when they are reminded that two 
great wars in this century, with German con­ 
querors roaming through their country, 
left 
France 
weak, 
exhausted, 
confused 
a n d 
psychopathically afraid of Germany, 
But at the sam e tim e no one knows better 
than the French why their country is vital in 
any plan of collective security for Europe and 
the entire North Atlantic area. It is not a 
question of whether or not to let France be a 
full participant in collective security. It is a 
question of howr to make it possible for France 
to be a full participant. Why? 
Because F rance’s coastline, plus the shorter 
combined coastlines of Belgium and The Neth­ 
erlands commands England, the only bastion of 
security that would be left if the Soviet Union 
overrode all land resistance west of its forward 
positions and surged westward to the Atlantic 
Coast. 
Geopolitics is a neglected subject in Ameri­ 
can education. But it should not be neglected 
when Americans are tempted to talk as if a 
country as strategically situated as France 
could be brushed aside in a plan for collective 
security because Frenchm en can't make up 
their minds to trust Germans.

Cutting Red Ties Now Wouldn’t Help 


Sarah O’Connell, in charge of 
m em bership promotion of “T h e 
Committee 
to 
Combat 
Commu­ 
nism, Inc.’* writes me suggesting 
that I support 
the idea of cut­ 
ting off all re­ 
lations with So­ 
viet Russia. In 
her letter s h e 
says: 
“ You p o i n t 
out that it is 
t h e policy of 
the Soviet Uni­ 
versal State to 
george Sokolsky isolate us and 
lim it our political influence in Eu­ 
rope and Asia. Why is it not our 
policy to isolate the Soviet and 
lim it its influence by cutting off 
all relations with it, so that Com­ 
munism m ust turn back upon it- | 
self, wither and die? We find it i 
unaccountablo that this ’anti-Com- i 
m unist’ adm inistration we elected I 
now refuses to take this step, and J 
continues to expand Red prestige j 
and provide more opportunities for I 
Communism to feed upon the free 
world, spread out and isolate us.” 


I FEAR THAT Miss O’Connell 
has not recently looked at a map. I 
Precisely how can the U n i t e d j 
States isolate the Soviet Universal 
State, a land m ass that runs from 
the Elbe River in central Europe ' 
to the Pacific Ocean, from t h e 
North Pole to the 17th parallel in 
Indochina? This land m ass includes j 
about 800 million 
human 
beings i 
and an enormous reservoir of un- I 
tapped natural resources. While 
the Soviet Universal State prefers 
to make purchases of m achinery 
and machine 
tools 
and 
sim ilar 
heavy imports from western coun­ 
tries, it is not dependent upon such 
imports. It is close to self-suffi­ 
ciency as to raw m aterial and food 
products. 
If ever its vast areas are con­ 
nected by an adequate m eans of 
comm unications, there ought to be 
no area with an inadequate food 
supply. Unless the Soviet Universal 
State is destroyed by war or in­ 
ternal revolution, it is likely that 
in half a century, such a means 
of communications 
can 
be 
Dro- 
duced. 
Precisely how does one isolate 
such an area? Isolate it from what? 
The United States, which needs to 
im port raw m aterials and to ex­ 
port m anufactured and agricultural 
goods, requires open lanes on the 
oceans to move its goods. 
The Soviet Universal State is not 
dependent on 
ocean lanes. The 
geography of the soviet Universal 
State rather than its politics, de- , 
term ines its position. Czarist Rus­ 
sia failed to take full advantage of 


the potentialities of the territory. 
Soviet Russia is conscious of geo­ 
graphic factors. 


LET US TAKE another i d e a 
from Miss O’Connell’s letter: How 
would the United States limit the 
influence of Soviet Russia by cut­ 
ting off relations with it? Would 
we lessen the Russian influence in 
any satellite 
country? 
In R e d 
China, for instance? Would it make 
any difference to India, to France 
or Italy? What actually would be 
accomplished except perhaps the 
m oral satisfaction of refusing as­ 
sociations with an unpleasant coun­ 
try? 
Breaking 
off 
relations 
with a 
country could m ean one of two 
things: either 
the 
am bassadors, 
m inisters and consuls of both coun­ 
tries are withdrawn and nothing 
m ore happens, or the two coun­ 
tries go to war. Is that the program 
proposed ? 
The advantage of Miss O’Con­ 
nell’s program is not clear to me. 
In 1945, we 
might have turned 
against our then ally, Soviet Rus­ 
sia, as that ally turned on us. We 
might have done dozens of things 
because 
the 
United States 
was 
strong and Soviet Russia was weak. 
Today that is not the position. 


THE UNITED STATES is not 
ready to make war on Soviet Rus­ 
sia; all indications are that Soviet 
Russia is not ready to make war 
on 
the 
United 
States, 
but our 
strength and weakness seem to be 
about evenly balanced. 
That is the reason for all the 
nervousness, the 
political 
activi­ 
ties, the conferences, the press in­ 
terviews, and all sorts of activities 
which keep our secretary of state 
hopping. Nobody really knows what 
to do, but the world wants peace. 
Communism can only be fought 
by knowledge, by understanding 
and by a realistic view of the prob­ 
lems that face 
us. 
Communism 
cannot 
be 
fought 
successfully 
m erely by loud articulation of anti­ 
com m unism , of sentim ental anti­ 
com m unism . Enough m isery has 
appeared in the world because of 
errors in judgm ent as to how to 
fight Communism. 
The Korean War was obviously 
not the way because we lost that 
one. 
Communism can be fought in the 
United States as a domestic m at­ 
ter, and even as to that, few judg­ 
m ents are based on a sufficient 
knowledge of the Communist move­ 
ment. 
In each country the battle takes 
ou different characteristics. 
Cut­ 
ting off diplomatic relations with 
Soviet Russia at this moment will 
solve no problem.

European Defense Shifting From Land To Air 


The “ agonizing reappraisal’* — 
promised several months ago by 
the United States governm ent in 
the event that France rejected the 
European D e f e n s e Community 
Agreement — now is being made. 
Serious 
consideration 
is being 
given now to an alternative strat­ 
egy. This calls for the gradual with­ 
draw al of the six divisions of Amer­ 
ican troops now stationed in contin­ 
ental Europe. It calls for an em ­ 
phasis on air power to be applied 
from bases on land and sea en­ 
circling Soviet Russia. 
Rejection of the European De­ 
fense Community Agreement by 
the French Parliam ent is regard­ 
ed curiously enough as a blessing 
in disguise by some of the m ilitary 
planners here. All along they have 
felt that it was foolhardy to m ain­ 
tain six American divisions in Eu­ 
rope to be sacrificed in the event 
the Red arm y with its 200 divi­ 
sions started to 
m arch 
toward 
France. 
The London Conference this week 
m ight conceivably offer on paper 
some new alignment of the Euro­ 
pean nations interested in defense 
including promises from France. 
But the chances of all this affecting 
the new American approach a r e 
remote. 


THE REAPPRAISAL has been 
carried to the point where any re­ 
versal would be regarded 
as 
a 
“ gam ble.” All this has been done 
without public announcement ex­ 
cept some vaguely phrased w arn­ 
ings which probably are being mis­ 
takenly regarded in Paris as sheer 
bluff. 
The United States government, 
m oreover, is well aware that there 
m ay develop amid the confusing 
counsels in France a neutralist pol­ 
icy and even a drive for possible 
collaboration between Moscow and 
Paris. 
Such developments, instead of 
retarding or modifying 
the 
new 
American strategy, will only be re­ 
garded here as fortifying and jus­ 
tifying the “ agonizing reappraisal” 
now in process. 
What 
m any 
Europeans h a v e 
overlooked is that inside the United 
States for the last five years there 
has been a steady built-up of pub­ 
lic opinion behind a movement to 
rely on the deterrent effect of air 
power as the best defense against 
the next 
war. 
Only 
a 
limited 
amount of money is available in 
the American budget anyhow if 
taxes are to be reduced. So the 
proponents of more air power have 
constantly been looking askance at 
the billions being spent, wastefully 
as they see it. to m aintain a big 
American land arm y in Europe and 
to support the land arm ies of other 
countries. 
The doctrines of the air - power 
enthusiasts fit in exactly with the 
latest developments in French pol­ 
icy. These are seen 
as 
demon­ 
strating how unreliable the land- 
arm y situation can be when it is 
geared to France where IOO Com­ 
m unist deputies in the French P ar­ 
liam ent can defeat a policy of de­ 
fensive planning after more than 
two years of preparation. 


AMERICAN G E N E R A L S of 
ground forces have become im pa­ 
tient over the long delay in coming 
to a decision over the European 
Defense Community 
Agreement. 
Now that the French have m ade 
their decision, the m ilitary plan­ 
ners here are switching their em­ 
phasis to what is called “ peripheral 
strategy” — a strategy operated 
from bases on the outer edges of 
Europe.

It m eans, in 
fact, the mobilization of Allied air 
power of all kinds to im press the 
rulers in the Kremlin that the real 
deterrent force is “ m assive retalia­ 
tion.” 
This phrase has been seized upon 
by the neutralists in Europe and 
a few misguided politicians in the 
Dem ocratic party as an object of 
ridicule but it is the core of Amer- j 
ican policy. 
“ M assive retaliation” does n o t 
m ean and never has m eant inter­ 
vention in “ little w ars” with atom ­ 
ic weapons but a strategy for re­ 
sisting the main attack that might 
come from the Red air force. 
It m eans that airplanes of the 
United States carrying the super­ 
bombs will fly from places of^heir 1 
own choosing but only in case of 
an attack by Russia itself on the 


United States or any other m em ­ 
ber of the North Atlantic Treaty. 


INCIDENTALLY, the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization which 
has had its headquarters in Paris 
probably will be moved in the next 
few months either to London or 
some other European center. For 
the United States as a result of 
the action of the French P arlia­ 
m ent no longer feels committed to 
the kind of NATO command setup 
now in existence in Paris but only 
to the obligations of the treaty it­ 
self. 
Since other ways of implement­ 
ing 
the 
treaty 
seem 
desirable, 
changes in its m ilitary strategy 
are inevitable also. It would ap­ 
pear that the United States gov­ 
ernm ent refuses to “ gam ble” any 
m ore with a hesitant, vacillating, 
procrastinating France. 
There is no bitterness here to­ 
ward France in all this but m erely 
a regrettably reappraisal of the 
weakness of France which now is 
regarded realistically as too torn 
from within by Communist-inspired 
dissension to play a full p art in 
the defense of Europe in the years 
imm ediately ahead.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (.4*^—All schools 
in Ohio will be eligible to partici­ 
pate in a special school milk pro­ 
gram authorized by Congress even 
if they do not take part in the 
school lunch program, it was re­ 
ported Monday. 
Provisions of the new program 
were discussed during a session at 
the state office building. Attending 
were representatives of the O h i o 


Department of Education, dairy in­ 
dustry officials and farm organiza­ 
tions. 
Wade D. Bash, supervisor of the 
public school Junch program in the 
department of education, said the 
program is in addition to the exist­ 
ing lunch facilities. Ohio has been 
allotted $1,732,000 for the program. 
Bash said the program has a 
two-fold purpose: (I) To safeguard 


health and welfare of children by' 
making the more physically and! 
mentally receptive to education 
and training, and (2) assist with 
the stabilization of 
agricultural 
economy. 
Local school boards must submit j 
an application and negotiate a con­ 
tract with the department of edu-i 
I cation, and agree to operate the 
.milk service on a non-profit basis. 
| Reimbursement will be made for 
I additional milk served above the 
I average daily base consumption for. 
last February and March. Rates 
of reimbursement will be estab­ 
lished on the basis of previous lev­ 
el of milk consumption and present! 
cost of milk. Bash said, 
i 
Maximum rates, said Bash, prob­ 


ably will be four cents for addi­ 
tional half pints above the base for 
the schools that served milk in con­ 
nection w i t h the lunch program 
last year, and three cents for half 
pints to schools which had no milk 
service. 
The m i l k can be offered the 
children at any time during the 
school day with no restrictions on 
the number of half pints consumed 
by each child. 
Bash said the idea of offering 
milk before school classes is es­ 
pecially important because surveys 
have shewn many children go to 
school with little or no breakfast.

In direct testimony yesterday, 
Courey said he went with a group 
of Communists to Lamb’s Toledo, 
Ohio, law office once in 1938 and 
once in 1940. On both occasions, 
he testified, he watched Lamb 
give money to Max Wall, who he 
said was then acting chairman of 
the Toledo Communists. 
At that time, Courey said, he 
was an investigator who joined the 
party in Toledo in order to gather 
information on Communists and 
strike activity for a private detec­ 
tive agency.
